REPORT OF THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES 


There are 6440 books on the shelves of the lbrary. For 
the year just ended, 1485 books and magazines were in 
circulation. Broken down, fiction 665 volumes, non-fiction 
408 volumes and magazines. 

The Book-Mobile still helps out with books, both fiction 
and non-fiction for all age groups. 

The Home and Community Welfare Committee of Surry 
Grange made the library a gift of subscription’s to ‘The 
Compact Magazine’ and ‘The Popular Mechanics’ this winter. 

On Community Day, in August, the library was again 
opened to exhibit many antique treasures owned by residents 
of the community. Old books, which had been taken from the 
shelves as unfit or out of date were on sale at five cents per 
copy. 

One of our main projects this year was the installation 
of a completely new ceiling of white tile and four flourescent 
light bars. This means a lighter library in looks and certainly 
aids our readers, especially the children who use the research 
books. The money for this renovation was from a gift years 
ago to the Board of Trustees of the Reed Free Library and 
which had been accumulating interest. The present Board felt 
that it could not be put to better use. 

Our library is one of the best in this area of the smaller 
libraries and it is the aim and wish of the Board to keep 
it so.

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REPORT OF 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 
I herewith submit my annual report as your Superintend- 
ent of Schools: 


Final decisions as to education’s progress or lack of 
progress are made by citizens. The choice is theirs. Information 
in regard to the choices that can be made by the citizens 
of Surry are to be presented by the committee authorized 
at the March, 1959 meeting. The information presented and the 
recommendations presented should be given serious thought 
in order that the decision made be the one that is best for 
Surry’s children. 


The written language arts syllabus has been completed 
and placed in the hands of teachers to be used as a guide. 

The Surry teachers met with the teachers of the super- 
visory union at Walpole on January 7th to discuss ways and 
means of improving the use of test results. The meeting was 
under the direction of two educational consultants from the 
California Test Bureau. 


Our only teacher change occurred during the year. Mrs. 
Arena Damon replaced Mrs. Ellen Pearce as supervisory union 
school nurse January 4, 1960. The change is on a leave of 
absence basis. Mrs. Damon has had several years of ex- 
perience as school nurse in Bellows Falls, Vermont. Mrs. Jane 
Harris was an addition to our faculty this year. Mrs. Harris 
was with us as a cadet teacher for nine weeks in Grades One, 
Two and Three. 


We have been unfortunate this year in that two unfore- 
seen major repairs had to be made. The first was repair of the 
artesian well which cost $292.73. The second was repair of the 
furnace which cost $140.00. The total of these bills has raised 
our anticipated repair costs to such an extent as to make it 
necessary to postpone some repairs that were planned for this 
year. 
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At the time our budget was made the estimated income 
was $11,981 and the district assessment was $27,008.00. Due 
to an increase in equalized valuation as determined by the 
State Tax Commission the amount to be received as state aid 
was reduced by $1,533.25. However, an increase in our esti- 
mated balance of $1,867.39 and an increase of $40.80 in 
building aid still made it possible to reduce the estimated 
amount to be raised by taxation to $26,633.06. 


Transportation costs were increased beyond the amount 
anticipated because two families with three children of school 
age in each family moved into the “Summit” area two days 
before school opened. This necessitated an extra bus trip to the 
“Summit.” The cost would have been considerably more than 
it is except for the fact that the families moved away in the 
latter part of November. This is an illustration of what could 
occur to increase the number of pupils in grades seven and 
eight where our room capacity is limited. Fortunately the 
sudden increase occurred this year in the lower grades. 


Approval of the state plan under Title III of the National 
Defense Education Act was made in November. Directions 
of procedure for school districts followed shortly and we are 
nearly ready to submit our local plan for the use of the 
federal funds available under this act. As soon as our plan is 
approved orders wil be placed for the equipment to strengthen 
and improve the areas of mathematics and science. 


It was decided at the December Supervisory Union meet- 
ing to request each school board to inelude an article in the 
school district warrant that would give the district’s citizens 
an opportunity to consider the advisability of adding a helping 
teacher to the administrative staff of the supervisory union. 
This article is included in the warrant. 


A Helping Teacher is an assistant to the Superintendent 
who usually spends the most of his or her time working to 
improve education at the elementary level. The guiding pur- 
pose of a Helping Teacher is the improvement of childrens’ 
learning in school and the realization of this purpose is by 
helping the classroom teacher help the children. The classroom 
teacher is helped to develop her best potentialities. The 
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Helping Teacher passes on to the classroom teacher the best 
of what is being done in other schools in the supervisory 
union and helps teachers keep abreast of the advances being 
made in curriculum and methods of teaching. 


A helping teacher is an especially qualified teacher 
who has had a number of years of successful experience and 
usually has a masters degree in education covering adminis- 
tration, supervision, child growth and development, curriculum 
study, guidance, special education, tests and measurements. 

The work of the superintendent and helping teacher is 
closely integrated. They work cooperatively to promote the 
best possible educational program without duplication of 
effort. 

We are grateful for the continuance of art classes as a 
contribution of services by Mrs. June Darling and contribution 
of gratuities by the school district and the Parents Club. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Gates has contributed generously of her time 
to make a limited music program possible.

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PREVENTION IS EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS 


The year 1959 was fortunate from a forest fire standpoint. New 
Hampshire had the best record in the nation. Fewer acres were burned, 
suppression costs were substantially reduced and damage to woodlands 
held to a minimum. The record resulted from a combination of favorable 
weather conditions, an alert warden service and a cooperating public. 


Yet, despite all this, there still persists a disturbing note 


58%, or 6 out of every 10 fires in 1959 were caused by careless 
smokers and debris burners. 


10%, or 1 out of every 9 fires was caused by children. 


Careless, indifferent, thoughtless and independent minded in- 
dividuals and failure of parents to properly supervise children and 
keep matches out of their reach, annually cause these unnecessary 
fires which cost large sums to extinguish and cause extensive damage. 
The elimination of these three causes of fires would radically change 
this picture. The rules are simple— 


1. Before burning, secure a permit from your local forest fire 
warden—the law requires it. 


2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 
3. Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before leaving it. 


4. Don't throw lighted matches, cigars and cigarettes from 
moving vehicles—use your ash tray. 


5. Don’t burn at home—Use your town dump and save yourself 
much possible difficulty, both personal and financial.
